This letter responds to your public records request received by the Mayor’s Office on April 5, 
2019 via email and on April 8 by mail. Specifically, you requested the following records: 

1. “The entire lease agreement between the City and County of San 
Francisco and the current tenant or tenants of the Fillmore 

Heritage Center, 1330 Fillmore Street, San Francisco, California 94115, including all 
amendments; 

2. All documents that have as any part of their subject matter 
insurance for operations at the Fillmore Heritage Center, 
including, without limitation, any certificates of insurance, 
policies of insurance or additional insured information. 

3. All documents that have as any part of their subject matter any 
guidelines, rules, policies or procedures that the City and 
County of San Francisco imposed on the tenant of the Fillmore 

Heritage Center with respect to operating the center, including without limitation, 
any requirement that security be provided for events, that the San Francisco Police 
Department be notified about events, or that insurance be obtained for events. 

4. All documents that have as any part of their subject matter the 
incident that occurred on the evening of March 23, 2019, inside 
and near the Fillmore Heritage Center, and that culminated 
with a gun battle in front of the center. 

5. All documents that have as any part of their subject matter any 
complaint, warning or report about events or operations at the 
Fillmore Heritage Center from October 1, 2018 to the present. 

6. All documents that show the identity of the persons or entities 
that paid rent to the City and County of San Francisco for the 
Fillmore Heritage Center, from October 1, 2018 to the present. 

7. All documents that constitute, describe or refer to an application 
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or request to lease the Fillmore Fieritage Center that was 
submitted or provided on behalf of the current tenants of the 
Center.”
